He has spent six 


years in this work, and at times his re- 
searches have been so intensive as to 
tax the endurance 01 himself and his 
associates almost beyond limit. 
It is 


another monumental contribution of 
medical science to human welfare. 
- Influenza has grown to be the worst 
scourge that periodically sweeps over 
the world. There are, of course, more 
deadly plagues in less civilized coun- 
tries where hygiene and sanitation are 
in a crude state, but in the more ad- 
vanced countries the flu epidemics are 
the most fatal of all. 
We have con- 


quered such diseases as diphtheria, 
scarlet fever and typhoid. Up to this 
time the influenza germ had baffled all 
attempts at identification. 


It requires great concentration, per- 


sistence and unselfishness for a scien- 
tist to hold himself to one line of inves- 
tigation for six years, particularly 
when it is not certain that he will suc- 
ceed. If Dr. Falk's discoveries are con- 


- finned and a cure results from it, his 


name will be associated with that of 
the world's great medical leaders. 
will be the saving of hundreds 
thousands of lives and all that that 
means to the home and our economic 
and social life.

about it is that men like Dr. Falk do 
these things, not from any expectation 
of financial reward, but solely with a 
purpose of adding something to the 
world's scientific knowledge and for 
the betterment of human:tv.

Once you .tarn an Idea loose \n the 


world there Is-no telling just how far 
it will go or how-much Influence It will 
have. When Remarque, German war 
veteran, wrote his "All Quiet on the 
Western Front,"' he presented the 
world with an idea which, while not 
particularly new, was powerful and far- 
reaching, His idea summed up, was 
simply this: That modern warfare is so 
horrible, so soul-killing, so Inherently 
senseless and Inane, that It Is the most 
dreadful calamity that can possibly 
come upon any people. 


Xow It begins to be apparent that his 


presentation of this idea is having so 
much effect that certain people are be- 
coming afraid of it A German officers' 
association, for example, Is sending out 
stories to the effect that Remarque 
himself did not actually see any fight- 
ing during the war; that he Is a faker, 
a poseur, spinning his tale of horror 
simply for momentary gain. On top of 
that, Mussolini prohibits publication of 
the book In Italy, in any form. Czecho- 
slovakia has barred the book 
from 


soldiers' libraries. Public libraries In 
Xew Zealand and in certain countries 
of Central and South America have 
barred the book. Austria refuses to let 
her soldiers read it 


Apparently a number of the rulers of 


this world are desperately afraid of this 
novel—so afraid of it that they do not 
want anybody to read It If they can 
possibly help it Why should this be 
so? Why should Mussolini, for In- 
stance, who holds all of Italy in a grip 
of Iron, make it Illegal to publish or im- 
port this book In his nation? Whv 
should other rulers put as mam- re- 
strictions as the}- can In. Its path? 
Why? Simply because a book, once it 
catches the imagination of mankind, 
can be as powerful as an army with 
banners. It can overturn ancient cus- 
toms, jar men Into acceptance of a new 
order. 


The American revolution might have 


failed if It had not been for the writ- 
Ings of Tom Paine. Behind the mobs of 
the French revolution moved the 
pamphlets of Voltaire and Rousseau. 
"Uncle Tom's Cabin"3 helped to bring 
on the Civil War in America.
